Gov. Folk told a Post-Dispetch re- 


porter over the long-distance telephone 
Monday that he had written a letter

the excise law. The new quo warrar.to 
law, which goes into effect Aug. 1l, 
will enablo the Governor to take the 
{nitiative in removing county officials 
wwhom he believes to be derelict in the 
performance of their duty. 

The reports from St. Lvuis County 
that the salooas were open in violation 
of the law Sunday prompted him to 
write the letter, couched ip postive !an- 
guage, to Prosecuting Attorney John- 
ston. 

Prosecuting Attorney Johnston was 
told by telephone about Gov. Folk’s

Bay about it. He replied that he had 
not received the letter let, and would 
not say anything in advance. 

“Have you anything to say as to 
whether the laws are being enforced in 
St. Louis County?” he was asked. 

“Tl wait and see the =-etter,’’

*“T intend to investigate the attitude of 
St. Louis County toward saloon keepers 
and gamblers who continue to violate 
the law and insult the State authoriti.s.

Missouri railroads, to restrain the 


Judge McPherson’s devision follows: 

“The real question here is, hag this 
Court jurisdiction over the fare law of 
1907 of the Missouri Legislature declar- 
ing it unlawful to charge more than 2 
cents per mile? A lesser question is 
whether the bills tendered for filing 
are supplemental bills to those filed in 
this court in the 18 cases‘ two years ago 
aud now pending befere Mr. Schofield, 
the Master. 
“I fully appreciate the responsibility 
resting upon me and the consequence 
to follow from the orders now to be 
mide. If mistaken the mistakes are 
mine, even though I had but part of 
one day since the argnment to reach 
these conclusions. Never has a case be- 
fore me been argued with greater elo- 
cuence, logic and power than was done 
by counsel both for the State officers 
and for the 18 railways. Every phase of 
the case, direct and collateral, has heen 
s@ illuminated that all possible qves- 
tions are at the end of debate. 
“What is the supplemental Dill In 
equty? And yherein is th importance 
of defining it? Usually it is where 
there has been some change in the 
rights of the parties, which must be 
carried forward by a supplemental bill. 
‘One hundred and more years ago 
judges who had but little to do except 
play the role of mental acrobats ond 
seek to refine and distinguish and to 
display an affected learning, and to ds- 
cuss most gravely “the difference be- 
twixt the west and northwest side of a 
hair,”’ most eiaborately set forth their 
views, as to original bills and amended 
bills and supplemental bills, and bil's of 
review, and bills in the nature of re- 
view. 

Slowness of Bygone Courts. 
‘Then it was that a chancery Case 
lasted for many years. More than fifty 
years ago the Supreme Court recognized 
the folly of much of this, and by a code 
of rules adopted the system of fact 
pleading and left the old chancery prac- 
tice in force only when the % rules 
adopted did not meet the situation that 
| might arise, and by Rule 57 defined a 
supplemental bill. But that is not im- 
portant, in my judgment. Whether this 
proceeding should be by original bill, or 
by supplemental bill, is of small conse- 
quence. 

“If by original bill the railways had 
the right to file the same without notice, 
and the right to a restraining order 
without notice. If by supplemental bill 
the usual practice is to require notice. 
And in either case ft is discretionary 
with the Judge to allow a restraining 
order. Nor is this to the prejudice of 
anyone. 

‘‘As I listened on Saturday to the ar- 
gument, I was carried back to the days 
of 1901-9. And I recalled that in every 
instance, save the troubles of 1861-6; the 
United States courts have. in a dignified 
way, settled the disputes and law-~-abid- 
ing people acquiesced and the lawless 
element were compelled to submit. 
“That the fixing of rates by the Legis- 
lature is presumptively correct, all con- 
cede.

EVER since the days of 
Clemenceau Case,”’ whose 


“great” scene was the posing of a 
woman for an artist’s depicting in the 
nude, have I seen such a craning of 
recks and general Jeveling of opera 
glasses aS greeted the unveiling of 
Painter Trelawney's ‘Lady Godiva,” at 
the Suburban last night. 

The original of the picture, ‘‘The Mod- 
ern Lady Godiva,” in- the person of 
Amelia Bingham playing the role of 
Lady Mary Fulton, sat broken and 
crushed in splrit of the foreground of 
the scene at the crucial moment. The 
leading members cf the Suburban cam- 
pany, representing the membership of 
Londo’. 's famous Victoria Club for the 
nonce, Were grouped on the stage. All 
lights were out save those that en- 
framed and illuminated the painting 
Lady Mary’s husband, Sir Charles Ful- 
ton, stood nearest the picture, confident 
‘“slander’’ which 
that his beloved wife was the 
Mr..- A. H. Van Buren as 
Sir Charles playing his strongest at this 
juncture. Harry Sheldon as Trelawney 
the artist, stood near him, and the vil- 
lain, who had planned the whole thing 
—the scoundrelly Harrigan, portrayed 
by Harry Fenwick, was gloating big 
gloats closer to the footlights. 

The Unvelled “Lady Godiva.” 

And then the curtains conceali z the 
Lady Godiva picture were drawn aside 
and the big audience—so big that it had 
been photographed by flashflight a lit- 
tle time before as a memento of the 
‘premiere’ of Fred F. Schrader’s play— 
sat a bit tighter in their chairs and 
‘‘took notice” long and earnestly. 

It was a copy of Lefebre’s celebrated 
painting, ‘‘Lady Godiva,’’ that was then 
seen. There’s nothing objectionab'e 
about it, unless all studies ‘of the nude 
female figure are to be excluded from 
art galleries as objectionable. Natural- 
ly; however, Sir Charles Fulton waa 
deeply shocked that his wife should have 
posed for such a figure—and he called 
her evil names and cast her off then and 
there. 

The shaping of the story up to the fall 
of the curtain on this scene, marking 
the close of the third act, - had 
strongly and most effectively dramatic. 
Miss Bigham, Mr. Van Buren, Mr. Fen- 
wick and others of the cast had played 
their parts well. A great storm of ap- 
plause swept over the house, repeatel 
again and again, until Amelia Bingham 
had to voice her thanks tin h 
tremulous swords. The play had made a 
hit all right—and it has the making 
of a big melodramatic success that shall 
not decrease in emphasis if the final act 
is somewhat amended during the correc- 
tive process that must needs follow all 
first productions. As played last night. 
this fourth and final act is pitched in 
a key so intensely theatric that it 
feats its own purpose. The big closing 
‘triangle’ seene between Lady Mary, 
her husband and Harrigan, the villain. 
doesn't call for vociferousness in its 
handling—it will be all the stronger for 
being played quietly. 

A Strongly Dramatic 

The play has a fine plot-basis—a wife's 
sacrifice of all womanly modesty to save 
her life. I'm told that the 
incident of a wife’s posing for a Lady 
Godiva painting with this motive has 
been used before as the foundation for 
an earlier play, but I’m also assured 
that there is no closer connection be- 
ween the two. That such a story makes 
a powerful appeal to an audience Was 
conclusively demonstrated last night. 
Tears stood in many Women’s eyes at 
the close of the second act, where Lady 
Mary Fulton, made desperate by her 
husband’s poverty-stricken illness, at 
last consents to pose as Lady Godiva. 
would suggest tnat a tremendous dra- 
matic gain could be made if the curtain 
here went down on Miss Bingham as 
Lady Mary with her arms outspread. as 
if on a crucifix against the door bu 
hind her which waited her almost dying 
husband, the wife crying, brokenly—“ 
do it for his sake—I do it for his sake?” 
That’s a bi~ moment--and all that fol- 
lows weakens its effect on the house. 

Also. it seems to me, the close of 
the third act, strongly dramatic though 
it now is, can~ be . given additional 
strength by ‘‘cutting’’ Lady Mary's 
speech as much as possible. A great 
emotional climax has been worked up 
there—the sooner the curtain can g0 
down on it, the better. And these 
changes can be made so easily! 

Miss Bingham’s Sympathetic Portrayal 

Miss Bingham played Lady Mary with 
effective feeling. She has every woman 
in the house with her from start to fin- 
ish. There’s a touch of comedy in the 
first act that legitimately emphasizes 
the menace of tragedy at its close. The 
somberness of the second act is lightened

The attendance out at League Park has 
mot been very good, but then Pulliam 
Was here to see things at the very worst 
time for the Boston Nationals, despite 
Mr. Dovey’s personal popularity, are not 
good drawing cards in St. Louis. 
Baseball magnates everywhere need 
big crowds right now to offset the davs 
lost this spring. Estimated on a con- 
servative basis, the extraordinary 
weather conditions which have prevailed 
this vear have cost the club owners of 
the two major leagues alone the sum of 
: ,000, to say nothing or the host of 
minor leagues and Independent clubs 
which have suffered proportionately to 
their size. Up to yesterday there had 
been postponed in the National League 
bl games and-in the American League 
49 games, making a total of an even 100 
games lost on account of bad weather. 
A number of these games have been 
played off on open dates or as double- 
headers, but allowances are made for 
these in this estimate, and double-head- 
ers never attract twice as many people 
as a single game would under similar 
conditions. There is a wide difference 
Detween the losses of winning clubs and 
losing clubs in a pennant race; but, 
taken as a general proposition, the rec- 
ords show that 6009 is a low figure for 
the average attendance per game for a 
major league club. 
*On this basis a conservative estimate 
of the value of each postponed game 
would be $2000 in money, which in itself 
would mean $200,000 as the Major 
e’s losses by postponed games 
alone this year. As stated, some of 
this has been made up by playing off 
games, but not enough to exceed al- 
_ lowance made for mistakes in the esti- 
mate. Approximately the same number 
of gathes have been played by both 
leagues this year, and that number is 
Close to two hundred in each circuit. 
or 400 games for both. It is not too 
strong to say the poor weather condi- 
tiens under which the great majority 
of these games have been played have 
kept the average receipts below normal 
by at least $500 per game. The games 
which have been played under weather 
conditions which did not affect attend- 
ance have been so few they could al- 
most be ceunted on one's fingers.

There is no apparent cause why 
such a step should not now be taken, 
and with either of the .bove 
schools taking the initiative ana calling 
the meeting together, it is nearly cer- 
tain that such an object could be at- 
tained.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The Amert- 
can woman’s devotion to bridge is go- 
ing to help toward the construction of

It is estimated that by the end of the 
fiscal year, which will be the thirtieth 
ef this month, 2,009,000 packs of play- 
ing cards will have been taken from 
the card factories for sonrmption. 

It is presumed that the factories have 
been selling them about as fast as they 
can make them, because ff the con- 
sumption reaches the figures mentioned 
it will be an increase over last year of 
about nine per cent, which is a large 
increase in such a steady industry as 
the manufacture of playing cards. 

Each pack cf playing cards pays a 
tax of 2 cents to the Government, and 
there is every indication that the in- 
come from that source will be $500,000— 
the amount that would accrue from the 
vse of the 2,000,000 packs. Last year 
the consumption was a little less than 

Internal revenue officials do not care 
to what use the cards are put so they 
have no official knowledge of what 
caused the unusual increase. But most 
of them, being married men, suspect 
taat bndge caused the increase.
